OUR creameries in the Tulla- 
roan-Kilmanagh district of 
County Kilkenny have been 
closed by the Minister for 
Agriculture to prevent the 
further spread of foot-and- 
mouth disease in the area. 

Tullaroan—a few miles from 
Kilkenny—now appears to 
have become the ‘‘ plague 
spot’’ of -foot-and-mouth 
disease in Eire. Three new 
cases were confirmed there 
yesterday, and this brings 
the total number of out- 
breaks in the neighbour- 
hood since last Monday up 
to nine. 

A most disturbing feature of 
many of the outbreaks con- 
firmed within the past 
twenty-four hours, says a 
Department of Agriculture 
statement issued last night, 
is that the disease first was 
found among young calves 
and pigs which had been 
fed with separated milk re- 
turned from creameries in 
the Tullaroan-Kilmanagh 
area. ‘* This clearly indi- 
cates that some suppliers to 
the ‘creameries concerned 
have heen concealing . the 
existence of the disease 
among their stock, and have 
been sending infected milk 
to the creameries, with the 
result that the infection has 
been conveyed through the 
medium of separated milk 


to the stock of other 
farmers.’’ 
The Department warns that 


“‘grave responsibility’ rests 
on any person who attempts 
~ te-ciiiceal ‘the existence of 
foot-and mouth disease, and 
renews its appeal to stock- 
owners to report any 
suspicious symptoms 
promptly, and to all citizens 
to give to the authorities 
any information which may 
lead to the detection of the 
disease where it is being 
concealed.

Press ASssociATION, 
STUCKHOLM, Thursday. 

Germany officially tmdicated to-day 
that the war zones she has proclaimed 
in the Atlantic and elsewhere will be 
applied irrespective of whether they 
are acknowledged by other Powers, 
says the Berlin correspondent of

reply to the American statement that 
Germany's definition of war zones 
would not be recognised. Nyheter’s 
military expert says that, while 
Britain’s efforts on land in April make 
depressing reading, the battle of the 
Atlantic in no way suggests that the 
Germans are fulfilling the promises 
made in their advance publicity. The 
American decision on patrolling must 
be considered significant, he adds. This 
task is very likely to develop quickly 
into convoying, the consequences of 
which remain to be seen. 


“ ALL OUT AID”

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The United States Maritime Com- 
mission is arranging to place fifty 
United States tankers in the service of 
Britain within the next few days. All 
the operators of United States tankers 
over 5,000 tons are being called upon 
to help. 

The President yesterday asked the 
Maritime Commission to obtain the 
service of “at least 2,000,000 tens of 


The tentative plan does not 
call for the transfer of the tankers’ 
registry, but for their use outside the 
war zone for the direct benefit of 
Britain. The tankers would be operated

There must be increased taxation in 
the forthcoming Budget, Mr. Sean T. 
Q’Kelly (Minister for Finance) told a 
deputation from the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Association, who Sought 
a reduction in beer and spirit duties.

He regretted that the news which 
he had for the dejwtation was not of 
the kind that would make them happy.

Revenue had 
seriously deckhned—the yield from 
tobacco duty, for example, would be 
less during the coming year because 
of the restriction of imports.

MORE BRITISH 
TROOPS IN IRAQ 


MOVEMENTS GOING 
ON AS PLANNED 


Further contingents of British troops 
have arrived without incident at Basra 
to supplement the forces which were 
landed there recently to open up com- 
munications in Iraq, says the Press 
Association. 

In view of reports emanating from 
Vichy of complications between Great 
Britain and Iraq, it was explained in 
London yesterday that the Iraq authori- 
ties put forward a proposal that Great 
Britain was not entitled to land further 
troops until the passage across Iraq of 
the first contingent had been com- 
pleted. The British regarded this view 
as absolutely without foundation under 
the terms of the Anglo-Iraq Treaty of 
Alliance.

The British Government, through 
their Ambassador, Sir Kinahan Corn- 
wallis, repeated to the Iraq authorities 
the view that this action was fully 
covered by the terms of the treaty 
existing tween the two Govern- 
ments. 

It was added that, in view of the 
cou d’état, Sir Kinahan was 
authorised by London to take any steps 
he thought fit to ensure the safety of 
British women and children.

60 miles west of Basra, the Press
